June 8, 1904, to June 28, 1905.

Dear BRETHREN IN Curist: 


With an anxious heart and with great misgiving 
as to my ability to serve two masters, namely, the 


synod and a widely scattered congregation, this difh- 


cult office of the presidency of synod was undertaken 
one year ago. 3 

Our God and Father, in His great mercy, hides 
from us the cares and trials through which we may be 
called upon to pass, in order that we may have needed 
strength for those which are at hand. 

The past year has been a “strenuous” one indeed. 


The gavel was not well in hand before momentous 


questions arose in the care of the mission fields at Man- 
kato; River Falls and Ellsworth; West End, Duluth; 


and Grand Marais. 


Mankato had been sebened: with fair prospects, but 
the field secretary was not able to assist Mr. Sappen- 
field in the opening up of the work, as was expected, 


_ and as a consequence the work was delayed and misun- _ 
derstandings arose with the Minnesota conference. 
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Brother Anda and I visited the field July 11-13, 
1904, called on those who seemed to be interested, held 
a meeting in the evening to consider the advisability of 
establishing a congregation and were corivinced that 
English Lutheran work was needed though it was a 
little late to begin, and that the field would be a hard 
one owing to the strong opposition of the foreign 
Lutheran pastors, who hoped that we would not suc- 


ceed. A man of special gifts and training for the work 


was needed, but we were unable to secure such an one 
because of the lack of means. 

After Mr. Sappenfield left; we strove to keep the 
work alive with occasional services by Rev. Reichert 
and the Twin City pastor's, all of whom have already 
too much to do; but without the daily contact so neces- 
sary to the success of a mission, the work was barely 
kept alive until at last the Minnesota Conference made 
a demand upon us for the surrender of the Mankato 


field to them under the guarantee that they would take 


up the work and prosecute it with vigor. Accordingly, 
with the unanimous consent of our executive commit- 
tee, it was duly transferred to them, Thursday, Decem- 
ber 1, 1904.. They have endeavored in vain; to find 
some one to take up the work and make a success of it. 
A letter dated April 1, 1905, informs me that no serv- 
ices have been held there since we withdrew, despite 
the promise of the Minnesota brethren that they would 
take up the work at once. Mankato is still an import- 


ant field but it will be much harder to begin the work 


there now because the people have lost confidence in 


its success. 


It is not wise to begiit mission vicitle unless we have 
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the proper men, and abundant means to support them 
until the work is well on its feet. 

The sum of $208.78 was spent on this field by the 
synod, which seems lost money to us but which would 
not have been spent in vain had we been able to secure 
a pastor to take up the work immediately. 


Brother Anda and I next visited River Falls with 


‘the hope of getting the congregation to return to the 
synod and to build a suitable church, promising aid 


from the extension society and the calling of a compe- 


tent man. The result looked quite favorable and a 


congregational meeting was ordered to consider the 


matter. Rev. Anda came all the way from Chicago 
especially to be present at that meeting, in company 


with the president of synod. After a short service | 


Brother Anda stated the case plainly and we reasoned 
with them until nearly 11 p. m., but some who feared 


the probable expense, counselled uniting with the old 
Norwegian congregation and trying to secure English . 


services every other week. They failed in this, and as 
some of. our former members so earnestly plead for 
services, we tried to supply them on mid-week evenings, 
Pastors Warstler, Beistel and Keehley holding services 
_ there except in the coldest weather. As a consequence 
of this the Ellsworth services have had to be omitted 
since the fall, the pastors of the cities being too busy to 
give two days each week to the work. Mr. Langbein 
of Ellsworth writes, with deep sorrow, that he has been 
unable to get the council together since I wrote him last 
January, to enquire about services and the offerings for 
the synodical expenses. The faithful ones miss the 
services and one of their number said to the president 
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of synod when he visited the field last fall: “There 
never has been such preaching at Ellsworth. rs the 
| pastors of your English synod have given us.” My 
| utter inability to: supply and keep alive these fields has 
i been a source of great anxiety and if the local work 
at Memorial had allowed, I would gladly have devoted 
: more time and strength to this pressing mission work. 
The president of a synod, covering four states such 
)  __ these, should not have a large and trying parish to 
look after. The synod work must be attended to 
closely and the parish work dare not be neglected. 
, Moreover it is hard to get supplies for the pulpit, dur- 
: ___ inig the many enforced absences of the president. 
Be. _ Mankato and River Falls were not finally disposed 
| of before Mr. August Johnson’s stirring appeal at the. 
meeting of the Central Conference at Duluth, and Mr. | 
Obenauf’s urgent request compelled a visit to Grand 
Marais and Maple Hill, September 22-27, 1904. The 
need of the field was apparent; for years the region 
along the north shore of the lake had not been ade- 
quately supplied with the Gospel or the Sacraments. 
No regular pastor to baptize the living, comfort the 
sick and dying, or bury the dead. It was a sad condi- 
tion and some one must be secured, if possible, before 
Mr. Obenauf left. Rev. C. G. Stacy from Chicago 
was secured and he has striven faithfully to preach the =~ 
Word and reach the scattered people. The letters of 
his trials, discouragements and successes are interest- 
ing and at times truly pathetic reading. There has 
been opposition to our work there from some of the 
denominations and the field has been a very trying one 
on many accounts. As it was impossible for me to go 
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at the time and there was urgent necessity that some 


one visit the field, Rev. F. E. Jensen, our new and 
efficient field missionary, visited Grand Marais from 


_ Tuesday, April 5th, to Wednesday, April 11th, 1905. 
He reports that it would be better to have a Norwegian- 
English pastor in that field if possible. Brother Stacy 


has kindly consented to take up the work west of that 
field and as an English speaking Norwegian could not 


- be secured, Rev. Wm. H. Gable, highly recommended — 


by Dr. Jacobs, was called and has accepted, to be in 
the field by the middle of July. 


The Minnesota Conference claimed Grand Maraid 


as its field and demanded that it be surrendered. Upon 


investigation we found that the Conference had no 


claim whatever and when the matter was brought to 


the attention of Rev. Dr. Elmquist, who had been hold- 


ing services there, the charges were withdrawn. 
On the 20th of October Rev. Anda and I visited 


Duluth to examine into the condition of Trinity mis- 


sion, West End; and to see what could be done to- 


wards resuscitating the mision and securing a pastor. 
_We found that the difficulty arose from a misunder- 
standing between: Dr. Kunzmann .and the secretary 


of the mission, each one waiting to hear from the 


other before taking any further action, and the delay | 
brought death. The people were discouraged, yet 


many of them. were willing to return if there was any 
positive hope of a settled congregation and work, but 
in the meantime the Missouri Norwegians had secured 
the very church that had been recommended to our 
Board, and had started an English Sunday school and 


- services and succeeded in winning some of our-chil- — 
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_dren and a few of our older people into their work. 
These things are very distressing. Missions should 


not be started unless they can be sustained. Rev. 


Willis Beck was called to this field by the Board of 


_- Home Missions, but after Rev. Murphy had arrived 


and had undertaken to start the work there again, 
preparatory to Rev. Beck’s coming, we concluded that 
it were best, for the present, to place the work under 

the care of St. John’s, and ask the Board to locate 

Rev. Beck in Superior, Wisconsin, instead. This 
was finally accomplished through the advice of our 
Field Missionary who was sent to canvass the whole 
situation and who came to the same conclusion. Rev. 
Murphy will take care of the work in the West End, 


and as soon as possible Rev. Beck will get a foot- 


hold in West Duluth, which is a different field alto- 


gether from West End, and we will have, by the 


blessing of God, four points of Gospel work at the 
head of the Great Lake instead of one. 
Another matter of no little anxiety was the relation 


of the Trinity congregation of Lindstrom to our synod. 


When Rev. Jensen resigned, the feeling was expressed - 
by some of the leading members of the congregation 
that it might be best for the work if they could secure 
a pastor who could speak the Swedish language as 
occasion might require. Some outside influence was 
brought to bear upon this position, but how much I am 
not able to say. However, wishing to please the con- 
gregation so far as possible, I made an effort to find 
some one from the Augustana synod who would ac-. 
cept the call. Two men were willing and anxious to 
take up the English work but neither of them willing 
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to leave the Augustana synod. It so happened that 


one of them was known to members of Lindstrom and 
was written to. He came, preached and received a 
call. Then it developed that the only condition on 
which he would accept was that the congregation join 


the Augustana synod. On June goth, therefore, the © 


- council invited the president of synod to meet with 
them, and decided, after a long discussion, to subniit 


the question of synodical union to a congregational | 


meeting, which was done on June 19th. I went to 


Lindstrom on Saturday, preached for them on Sunday 


and remained over to attend the meeting Monday even- 


ing, It was an anxious day, a day of thought and — 


prayer, but the dear Lord and Master was with us. 


The meeting was a remarkably peaceful one and the | 
congregation, by a large majority, decided to remain — 


with the synod and to call Rev. Yung of Seattle to 


be their pastor. May the great Head of the Church 
move him to accept. In this, our work at Stacy, Min- - 
nesota, was also involved, for if the Lindstrom congre- 
gation had gone into the Augustana synod, the Stacy 
congregation would not have been able to support its : 


_ work alone. We were the first to have a Lutheran 
congregation organized in Stacy, though it afterwards 
appeared that the Minnesota conference unknown to 
us, had decided (previously) to begin work there. Our 
beautiful little new church was offered to our Swedish 
brethren, rent free, for Swedish services. They at first 
accepted, then rejected the offer and are now building 
- across the street from us. Stacy is a small place of 

about 400. Our work was started there, not to inter- 
fere with the Swedish work, but to reach those who 
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asked for the English, and also, as far as possible, the 


mixed. American population. Over 100 scholars are 


enrolled in our Sunday school. 
But the hardest trial of all the year was that of St. 
John’s, Minneapolis. Our dear brother, Professor 


_ Ramsey, left the field August Ist, 1904, almost one 


year ago, and the Rev. Dr. Lenker has been faithfully | 
supplying the pulpit and instructing the catechumens 


during the vacancy.

The 
delay was very distressing and trying both to the con-_ 


gregation and to the president of synod, who has en-

D., was called from Bethany Swedish congregation of - 
-- Duluth, to be the pastor of St. John’s. 
_ possible thereafter the minority filed a protest against 


As soon as 


the call on the ground that both the meeting and the 
election were illegal. Dr. Elmquist referred the matter 


‘to me to know my opinion before accepting the call. 


After consulting with members of both sides, I came to 
the conclusion that, though there had been errors of 
judgment, there had not been any intentional illegality 
or irregularity in the action of the congregation and 
that it would be difficult to prove that the election was 
not legal, and furthermore that, under the strained cir- 
cumstances that had arisen, it would be difficult, possi- 
bly, for any one to receive a more unanimous call. On 


these grounds I wrote Dr. Elmquist that if he felt he 
could serve his Master and the church better in St. 
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John’s than in his present field, I shania it would be 


safe and right for him to accept the call; having first 
received the doctor’s assurance that he was ready -to 
unite heartily with the Synod of the Northwest; and I 
felt that it would be a bond of union and harmony be- 
tween us and the Augustana synod. 


The decision of the president’ of synod is 


from, however, i vy the minority, and you are asked to 


decide whether Dr. Elmquist is the pastor-elect of St. 


John’s or not. I would suggest that the matter ‘be re- 


_ ferred to a special committee or to ‘the ministerium, for +“ 


consideration.

3. Epiphany Mission Semday school, of Milwau- 


kee, started by Rev. W. K. Frick, D. D., on Sunday, | 


June oth, 1901, has grown into a- congregation of fifty _ 
members. On Thursday, January 26th, 1905, Dr. 
Frick and Rev. Anda held the first meeting for organ- 
ization, which was completed March 2nd. 

4. These brethren also visited Beloit, Wisconsin, 
on Friday evening, March 12th, 1905, and succeeded 
in organizing the Church of the Atonement, the organ- 


ization being completed on Tuesday evening, June 27th. 


The first English Lutheran services in Beloit were held 
in the Presbyterian church on Sunday, March roth, 
1905. This congregation contains a number of sub- 
stantial men, and it is expected that it will not be long 
before we shall have a fine church and a settled reed 


at this important and prosperous centre. 


5. The importance ofa field missionary for the 
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western section of our synod has beef more than veri- 
fied by the success which has crowned the labors of 
- Brother Jensen since he began the work but four 
_ months ago. Preliminary work had been done before, 
but it has been the work of the past few months that 
has really told. On Tuesday, December 13th, 1904, he 
first visited the Canadian city of Winnipeg and held. 
English Lutheran setvices there. We now have a mis- 
sionary on the field, the Rev. J. S. Herold, and. on: 
April 28th, a lot 108x125 feet was secured at Ellice | 


avenue and Agnes street at a cost of $2,376.00. Rev. 


Herold entered upon his labors there Wednesday, May 
3rd, 1905, and on Sunday, June 25th, organized the 
First English Lutheran Church of Winnipeg under the 
direction: of Field Missionary Jensen. There was a 
charter membership of 28. A tent has been purchased, 
24x40, and erected upon the lot and fitted with seats as 
a temporary chapel. This place of worship cost $90. 

Plans are being prepared for a neat chapel to be built 
by the people of Winnipeg. ) 


6. On Sunday, March toth, 1905, our field mis- 
sionary began work in the Danish Evangelical Luth- . 
eran church of Superior, Wisconsin, with an encour- 
aging attendance. A Sunday school was organized, 
and regular services were continued with the assistance 
of Rev. Murphy of Duluth until the arrival, on Thurs- | 
_ day, April 13th, of Rev. Beck, who is now in charge 
of the work. On Trinity Sunday, June 18th, the con- 
gregation was organized under the name of the English — 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of the Holy Trinity, with 
20 charter members, by Revs. Jensen and Derm,

OTHER MISSION WORK. 


There has been need of English Lutheran work in 
Sioux Falls, South Dakota, for some time. Rev. Jen- 
sen’s attention was called to the place and he visited it 
with the result that he secured the use of a suitable 
church building for one year at $8 per month rental. 
It was only necessary that some one should go there 
and hold services. Dr. Weidner rightly urged that we, 
as a synod, employ our own student on our own field 
for his good as well as ours, in the future. Mr. Her- 
man Wennermark was therefore called by the president 
of synod to Sioux Falls, for the summer, under the 
supervision of Field Missionary Jensen, and it is ear- 

-nestly hoped that his work will be eminently successful 
in the Lord and that a congregation will soon be need 
ized there as a result. aes 

Dr. Frick and Rev. Christy held the ret services in 

‘Madison, the strongly Lutheran capital of the great 
‘Lutheran state of Wisconsin, at the Y. M. C. A. par- 
lors, Thursday evening, May 25th, 1905.. Vigorous 
work is to follow, a thorough canvass made and, with 
the Lord’s. blessing, a ongregetion organized in the 
‘near future.

Wisconsla. has rented a hall at Thiensville, not far dis- 

_ tant, a place entirely without the Gospel, and proposes 
to start work there.

congregation. This beautiful edifice was dedicated on 
Sunday afternoon, March 12th, 1905, by the pastor; 
__ Rev. Henry E. Jacobs, D. D., dean of the Philadelphia 
seminary and the president of synod, to a 
large and attentive audience.

Central Conference, the president and secretary of — 
synod stopped off at Stacy, Minnesota, September 8th, 
1904, to assist Rev. Jensen in the dedication of the St. 
John’s English Lutheran Church. It was an ever 
memorable night. The little church was filled to the

A. J. Reichert, the president of the Central Conference, 
and myself at Cannon Falls, Minnesota, assisting Rev.

plished in the fall of 1904 by the persistent effort of 
the pastor and the willing co-operation of the members, 


and the congregation and the whole synod is to be con- — 
gratulated on the result.

The dedication of five such buildings in one year 


by a synod still so feeble as ours, is truly remarkable; a 


cause for + deep gratitude to Him who doeth all things - 


well. 


“THE STATE OF THE CHURCHES. 
The standing rules of synod require the ssiucichaiak 


_ to address letters of inquiry to the pastors and report 


on the state of the churches, but this was not possible 
except in a few cases this year, owing to the fact that 
a whole month’s sickness in May made it impossible to 


get through the mass of work that you have placed in 


my hands as chairman of the committee on constitution 
and of the history of synod. All our congregations 
are doing a noble work for the Master and have been 
richly blessed in the accession of members, as the sta- 
tistical reports will show. 
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_ Time was when synod had but one self-supporting 
congregation, Memorial, St. Paul; during the past year 
_ four of our congregations became self-supporting and 
the time is fast approaching when the mission congre- 
_ gations will be in the minority. This is. one of the 
-most encouraging signs of material progress. 

- The first congregation to become self-supporting 
was our St. James Church of St. Paul. After securing 
their property they boldly decided to support their own 
_pastor. All honor to St. James. 

The Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, was the 
next to enter the ranks of self-support. On the first 


Sunday of Advent, November 27th, 1904, they started" 


to walk alone. This would have been done long ago 
had it not been for the very heavy burden of debt 
and interest this mission was compelled to carry for 
so many years. The church property has been greatly 
improved by the removal of the old dwelling that 
stood upon the front of their lot, the building of a 
beautiful vestibule entrance with corresponding inter- 
ior improvements, and a pipe organ. Nor has Re- 
deemer been behind in all the benevolent operations 
of the church. | 

On December tst, 1904, Holy Communion, Racine, 
became self-supporting and is in a flourishing condi- 
tion. They reduced their debt by $500.00 and are full 
of bright hopes for the future. 

_ Brother Zundel writes from Fargo, N. D.: “We 
wish to inform you that St. Mark’s is self-supporting 
and has been since January Ist, 1905.” This congre- 
gation has almost doubled its Sunday school atten- 
dances in the past year and the building is rapidly be- 
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corhing too small for its work. May the Lord bless 
them with a new building in the near future. 

><. St. Mark’s, North St. Paul, reports an encouraging 
increase in thin. membership of both church and Sunday 
‘-*: school. The contributions Have also increased and it 
** is hoped that: it will not be long before this congrega- 
tion is also on the self-supporting list, and that they — 
will be able to purchase the property in which they are 
now worshipping. The Luther League has furnished 
the church with electric lights and the 
to synod have been promptly paid. 

There are but three vacancies in the synod at thee 
preserit time, Lindstrom parish; The Church of Our 
Saviour, Ellsworth; and Holy Trinity, Minneapolis; 
_all of which we hope will soon be filled. _ ) 

In performing synodical duties it has been neces- 
sary for me to travel 2,014 miles and to write 269 let- 
ters, many of them of pressing importance. Synod 
should make some provision for synodical stationery 
for the use of its officers. __ 

Every pastor in the synod should make it his duty 
_ to familiarize himself with the standing rules of synod 

and to live up to them strictly, as it would greatly 
_ lighten the burdens and responsibilities of the president 
i and treasurer in securing the necessary funds for the 
payment of our obligations. Every year the printer 
has been compelled to wait an unreasonable time be- 
cause the synodical expense fund which is due October 
rst, has not been paid until the following spring. 


a _ The executive committee of synod is too widely 
eciateced for effective work. Several important ques- 


tions as to the mission work of the synod arose during 
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the year and jt was impossible to get the committee to- 
gether, and next to impossible to get a decision by cor- 
respondence, which latter method consumes much time 
and is no little expense. Synod is urged to take some 
action which will render it possible to have full meet- 
ings of this committee or authorize it to ~~ a oe 
committee on missions. 

The secretary of ‘one of our vacant + comeneeehaneen 
asks for information as to the form required in the dis- 
_missal of members. I therefore repeat the suggestion 
made by President Frick in 1895, just ten years ago, 
that blank letters of transfer be printed according to 
the forms adopted by synod at the meeting in- Duluth 
in 1895, pages 35 and following, and that a certain 
number be sent to each pastor or vacant parish. 


THE SYNODICAL CHURCH EXTENSION FUND. 


Rev. D. W. Michael, feeling the need of a synodical 
church extension fund for the better development of 
our local field, secured the surn of $100 for a founda- 
tion. This sum was immediately turned over to the 
_ treasurer of synod, upon our incorporation. The St. 

_ John’s congregation of Stacy had already applied, 
through Rev. Jensen, for a loan of $300 to enable them 
to pay off their pressing floating indebtedness. This 
property is worth in the neighborhood of a thousand © 
_ dollars and they not only need but deserve our help. 
The $100 in hand was advanced and a mortgage note 
secured for the same which is in the hands of the treas- 
urer of synod, but we are in duty bound to raise for 
them, if possible, the remaining $200. I suggest that 
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this sum be apportioned among the several congrega- 
tions and that they be requested to advance the same 


as soon as possible. 
And now, Brethren, though the past year has sees 
full of sore trials and disappointments, nevertheless 


the Lord has richly blessed our united labors and in 


looking back over the past year we certainly have many — 
things to be deeply grateful for. I truly feel that the 
office with which you have honored me is one altogether 
too Hard for me and I earnestly request that you will 
seek, and that it may be the Lord’s will to have, some 
one more able and competent to fill this office for you 
in the year that is to come. May the gracious Lord 
and Saviour bless the synod abundantly in the “new 
year upon which we are entering.

The report of Committee to Investigate the Proposition 
of a School of Higher Education at Duluth, was received 
and adopted as follows : 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE THE 


PROPOSITION OF A PROSPECTIVE SCHOOL 
OF HIGHER EDUCATION AT DULUTH. 


The members of your committee visited the property 
of the proposed institution of learning situated near Hunter’s 


‘Park, in the city of Duluth, on the 19th of June. The prop- 


erty comprises five acres, beautifully located, having a wide 
and varied outlook, in the best.suburban residence purtion of 
the city. The location’is ideal for a college, as it is free from 
saloons and other elements of vice, and is about one-half mile 


from the shore of Lake Superior which it overlooks, and is 


casy or access by trolly. 

We found the building to be a solid structure of granite 
and wood, about one-third above the foundation being gran- 
ite and the rest of wood. It is well built, the foundation 
being especially good. It is well lighted and ventilated and 
so arranged that it is adapted for an institution of higher 
learning. It is furnished with an abundance of water, sup- 
plied by two wells with steam pump and-large tanks from 
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which the whole brilding is supplied. Since its erection the 
city water main has been laid along the street in front and 
needs only to be connected, so doing away with the need of 
wells and- pump. The building is thoroughly modern with 
steam heat plant, and dynamo to furnish electric light. It is 
furnished with kitchen, laundry, spacious dining room, and 
rooms for about 40 resident students, besides a family and 
accommodations for servants, and janitor’s quarters. The 


sleeping apartments will accommodate in all about 60 per-— 


sons, 
While it is well built the building is at present consider- 


ably out of repair, having been vacant for three years, and — 


needs a thorough overhauling within. It can be put into 
first-class condition for about $5,000. The property is val- 
ued at $75,000.00, which seems to your committee somewhat 
extravagant, but $50,000.00 is a conservative estimate of its. 
present value. 

The present owners of the property, together with the 
leading citizens of Duluth, are very desirous that a school for 
higher education be opened there, as they realize that there is 
a need for such an institution in that part of the State, espe- 
cially since all the educational institutions of the State, 
excepting high schools and a normal school are very remote 
from Duluth, the nearest being the twin cities on the south, 
and Moorhead on the west, and it being the centre of popu- 
lation of about 200,000, and is a section iy 7 up with 
all classes of people. 

After examining into the matter, your committee was 
left under the impression that if the Synod of the North- 
west would agree to maintain a school for higher education 


there, the citizens of Duluth would secure the property in 


question and would put it into repair and good condition to 


open such a school, free from all encumbrance, and put it | 


into the hands of a Board of Directors, as the Synod may 
direct, provided, however, that in case such school be not 


maintained, or if it be removed to some other section, the 


property shall revert to the donors. 
In view of the foregoing we would respectfully suggest 
the following: 


We recommend, first: That this ‘Synod elect a commit-_ 
tee of five to secure and hold the property at Duluth under a

It does not state how much time shall elapse between 
second announcement and the meeting. 
c. It does not forbid a congregational meeting at a 


public service, atthougs custom and good taste make this 
an impropriety. 
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2. That we have no evidence to show that the protest- 
ants appealed from the decision of the chair to the congre- 
gation in meeting assembled, either as to the legality of the 
meeting or the right of any one present to vote; and that, 
on the other hand, they took part in the meeting to the ex- 


tent of voting, thereby waiving their right. to. gone: — 
the election. 


3. That there is nothing i in the constitution of St. John’ ae 


Church, or the usage of the Lutheran churches in Minnesota, 
or the state law of Minnesota, forbidding a meeting of a 
church corporation or forbidding a church election on Sunday. 


4. -That, inasmuch as ‘‘the chief object in asking the - 
-synod to decide either or all of the points in controversy is’ 


to prevent the establishment of a precedent that might work 
mischiefin churches that are governed by the same or similar 
constitution,’’ and inasmuch as the synod hereby attests the 


legality of such meetings, but advises against propriety of 


holding congregational meetings before the close ofaservice, 
we trust that the protestants will accept this decision in good 


faith and heartily co-operate in the welfare of the congre- 


gation.

1. FIELD MISSIONARY.—At a meeting held July 6, 


1904, one hundred dollars was appropriated from the syn- 
odical home mission fund toward the support of the Field 
Missionary for Minnesota and the Dakotas. 


2. MiIssIons.—Pierce County, Wis.—Synod last year 
authorized the committee to appropriate $200 to this work, 


but as neither of the congregations concerned desired more 
than an occasional service, and did not favor calling a pas- 


tor, no appropriation was made. Services were held at 


different times by pastors from the twin cities. __ 

e Mankato, Minn.—According to the instructions of synod, 
_ the work was carried on, first, by Student Sappenfield ; later, 
by Rev. A. J. Reichert, president of the Central Confer- 
ence. About December 1, 1904, the work was transferred 
to the Mission Board of the Minnesota Conference of the 
Augustana Synod, with the understanding that English Mis- 
sion work be continued by that body, which condition was 
_ accepted by said Board. 

Grand Marais, Minn.—Student Obenauf, of the Chicago 
Seminary, labored at this place during the vacation season 
of 1904, under the direction of the president of synod, and 
supported by the people of Grand Marais and neighboring 
points. On September 6, 1904, an appeal was made by 
Mr. August J. Johnson, of Grand Marais, that a pastor be 
called by synod to be supported by the people of the place.

STANDING RULES OF THE SYNOD 
OF THE NORTHWEST. 


FINANCIAL, 


1. Only such moneys as pass through the handsof. 
the synodical treasurer will be CREDITED ON APPOR- 
TIONMENTS. (Duluth, ’92, p. 20.) 

2. Each congregation shall keep a record of all 

- funds sent to the treasurer of synod,who shall give a 
_ receipt therefor. (Milwaukee, ’9%, p. 17.) 

3. All moneys for education, church extension and 
home and foreign missions shall be sent to the various 
boards through the treasurer of synod. (LaCrosse, 
’03, p. 39.) |

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A PLAN FOR PROVIDING A FUND IN SUPPORT OF SUPERANRNU- 
ATED MINISTERS AND WIDOWS AND ORPHANS OF DECEAS- 
ED MINISTERS IN THE ENGLISH EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN 
SYNOD OF THE NORTHWEST. ; 


1. To provide. for the support of ministers who have 

spent their strength in the Lord’s service and are no more 

_able to engage efficiently in pastoral work, and for the indi- 

gent widows of those deceased, as well as for children left 

_* orphans until they are able to support themselves, is a work 

in which every pastor and congregation should be specially 

interested, especially since the salary of pastors is seldom 

such that they can lay aside anything for support in old age, 
or for the family in case of decease. 

_ ®. As our-Synod is as yet young and small, and most of 
our pastors are yet in their prime, an effort should be made | 
now to gather such a furid so that when it is needed some 
provision may have been made for the emergency, and that 
our pastors may know that the Church does not forsake them 
when their days of active service come to a close. 

3. The fund herein provided for shall be called “The 
Pension and Annuity Fund of the English Evangelical Luth- 
eran Synod of the Northwest,” and it shall receive moneys 
from the. following sources: Pastors, congregations, private 
donations and legacies. © | 

4. The pastor shall pay annually a sum amounting to 
one per cent of his salary into the fund, the payment of 

which shall be made by the congregation. 

5. Each congregation shall pay annually into the fund 
at the rate of ten (10) cents for every communicant member. 

6. The congregation shall add the amount required for 
the fund to their annual current expenses, and pay the same 
out of any moneys contributed to the support of the church, 
to the Board controlling the fund. The contribution to the 

- fund shall be regarded an obligation Just as sacred as paying 
the salary of the pastor. | 

7. The congregation shall also pay the one per cent of 
the pastor’s salary into the fund, withholding the same from 
the pastor, and giving him a receipt for the amount. 

8 A Board composed of five members shall have con- 
trol of the fund, and shall fix the amount to be paid in each 
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case arising, according to the need in the case, and the 
amount in the treasury, and shall pay the.same to the bene- 


ficiary, as hereinafter provided for. 


9. The Board shall be elected by the Synod, to serve for 
three years, but the first Board shall be so elected, that the 
time of one member shall expire in one year, the time of two 
in two years, and the time of two in three years, and as their 
time expires their successors shall be elected for three years, 
any member of the Board being eligible for re-election. 

10. In case of a vacancy occurring in the Board during 
the year, the remaining members of the Board shall have the 
power to fill such vacancy until the next meeting of the 


Synod. 


11. The Board shall elect its own officers and shall keep 


a strict account of all moneys received and benefits paid, and 


shall render a full report to the = at its annual conven- 
tion. 7 
12. All moneys coming into this fund shall be invested 
for the benefit of said fund, and each member of said Board 
shall be personally responsible to the Synod for such money 


received and investments made, and shall give bonds to the 


Synod in such amounts as may be fixed from time to time, 
and the cost of the bond shall be borne by the fund. 


13. As soon as the fund assumes such proportions as to— 


justify it, the Synod shall have power to designate a fixed 
amount to be paid annually to-superannuated and disabled 
ministers, as well as to ministers’ widows and orphans. 

14. A minister’s widow shall receive a benefit from the 
fund so long as she remains a widow if in the judgment of 
the Board it is deemed necessary. Should she marry can. 
the support shall cease. | 

15. If a minister’s widow dies leaving orphan children, 
the benefit the children shall receive shall be determined by 
the Board, but the benefit of each child shall cease at its six- 
teenth birthday. | 

16. Any minister of the Synod becoming BEL TE 
or disabled and incapable for pastoral work, shall receive 
such amount annually (to be paid in quarterly installments) 
as the Board, according to the circumstances and the amount 
in the fund may justify, or as the Synod may have desig-— 
nated. 
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17. Should a minister move out of the Synod he ceases ee 
to enjoy the benefits of the fund, as his contributions cease. a 
Should he desire to continue enjoying the benefits of the  - 
fund after his removal, he shall continue to pay annually a 
= sum amounting to the average contributions received for the i 

fund from pastors and congregations in the Synod into the 3 
treasury of the fund, when he shall enjoy all the privileges es 
of those in the Synod; provided, however, he remain a min-  / ae 
ister in good standing in the Evangelical Lutheran Church. Be

20. In case a congregation refuses to pay its share into 
the fund annually, it deprives its pastor and family of any 
benefit in case of disability or death. i 

21, That the principal of the fund shall remain 
touched until the fund has reached the sum of $10,000. HY
